SPEECH OF HON. CHARLES H,
SLOAN IN THE NATIONAL
HOUSE OF REPRESENT-
ATIVES,

SIGNIFIES "WATER VALLEY"

Fitting Tribute Given Our Falr State
By Representative From the
Fifth District.

Recently Hon. Charles H. Sloan of
the Fifth representative district of
the state of Nebraska made an ad-
dresa in the House of Representa-
tives, his subject being the state that
he represents, ‘'‘Nebraska.” While
the speech is not printed in full in
these columns, the main pointe are
brought out, and are as followa:

‘“Nebraska has just celebrated her
fiftieth anniversary of statehood.
That is the reason 1 address you to-
night., The name ‘Nebraska’' is an
unqualified substantive, unqualified
and unmodified by ‘new’ or ‘old,’
‘North' or ‘South.” It sprang from Its
place and condition in the heart of
the American continent, It was bor-
rowed from no European city or
ghire. It has not the mouth-filling
volume of Massachusetts or Mich-
igan, nor Is it attuned with voweled
sweetness like Ohio, Iowa, or Iili-
nois; but follow its syllableation—
Ne-bras-ka—energy, power, compel-
ling force; it is oral dynamite under
proper control.

“The child who lisps, the school-
boy who says, and the man who
gpeaks ‘Nebraska' as its syllables de-
gerve to be pronounced, with power
of vocal organs and concerted maxil-
lary movement, will develop a jaw
formed to either say ‘no’' in a way to
close an incident or yield a mild-
mannered affirmative which through-
out the ages has ever charmed.

“The origin of this name, in the
language of the primitive owners,
meant ‘'Water Valley." It suggests
that which they had, +but which
lacked just enough in abundance to
make it valuable.

Location.

“For Nebraska's location I draw no
map; but there it lies, north of paral-
lel 40, north latitude, where the
Mexicans directed Coronado to the
seven cities of Cibola; south of the
sable hills, where gold in abundance
leg; west of America's longest river,
it siretches half a thousand miles
near unto the foothille of the conti-
nental range.

“There ig no navigable river within
its borders, no mineral under its soll.

There was no forest to temper its
climate, no mountains to vary its
view. [ts plain was one of vast pas-

ture when watered by dews and
rains, but when withered by drought
or swept by fire there was little op-
portunity for either the savage or
his game, People called it the
American desert. Daniel Webster
pronounced it unfit for the habitation
of w hite men,

History.

“The habitation or the Indians
gtretches back to the shadow land of
memory, legend, tradition, and even
unto myth. There were tales of
chase, love and battle, differing
somewhat as to refinement and cul-
ture, but primarily similar to those
which have been told by all peoples
since the stars of dawn sang in
chorues.

‘“Nebraska’s history of the white
man is likewise old. Back of Lincoln
and Douglas, who contended for Ne-
braska to be free or slave;, back of
Webster, who condemned it; back of
Jefferson, who bought it of France;
back of the day of our country's
Father; 67 years back of the first
Cavalier's landing at Jamestown; 80
years back of the Puritan landing at
Plymouth, the exploring Spaniards,
whose thirst for adventure and greed
for gold were unsatisfied with Monte-
guma's capture, the loot and pillage
of the treasury of the Aztecans, and
the desecration of the temples, fol-
lowed the north star across the for-
tleth parallel and pressed their feet
on Nebraska soll in 1640,

“Why celebrate the passage of 50
years? It is not founded alone on
the decimal system, a half a century.
It relates to & year mentioned in
Leviticus—the year of jubilee, the
year after seven limes seven, or the
seven Sabbath years. That was Is-
rael’'s yeer ofjubllee; this ean—will
be ours, 1 am glad so many of my
friends from different parts of the
Union approve.

Buccess,

“That Nebraska scores a success is
established in the faet that we cele-
brate. No dereliet craft driven by
unfavorable winds upon a barren
shore would celebrate the anniver-
gary of its putting out to sea. No
bankrupt businesa concern ever
asked or invited its friends to ecele-
brate the day it challenged the com-
petition of the world. 1 have at-
tended many golden weddings in my
lMfetime, but never was I present at

NO DEEDS ISSUED
T0 ALIEN ENEMIES

Land Commissioner G, L. Shumway
Issues Notlees (o County Of.

fices Regording Old Law .,

G. L. Shumway, stote land Com-
misgloner has decided to enforce a
Nebraska statute which provides that
allen enemles and sympat® izers can-
not hold title to lands in the state
and that these lands shall revert to
the state school lande. Commissgion-
er Shumway does not contemplate
seizing the lands of friendly allens
but urges that they be given an op-
poertunity through leglslaticn to  re-
tain their homes.

Commissioner Shumway sent the
following notice to county clerks:

“Hercafter, when an applieant to
purchase state lande Is made, kindly
ascertain If the applicant 8 a citl-
gen of the United States,

“If *a clitizen, kindly ascertain if
native born or naturalized.

“Also ascertaln If posaible if the
applicant Is an alien in sympathies in
any wuay.

“Nebruska bas an allen land law
which has been practically obsolete
for many years. It should not long-
er remaln go.

It is proper that all, especlally
the state, should obsgerve that no tit-
les should pags to alién enemlies,

“You mey find in your deed record
the names ofowners of lands, parties
known to be alien enemiecs and alien
sympathizers. The county attorney
will likoly confer with you as to me-
thods of converting these properties
into state school lands.

Commissioner Shumwoey has “sent

llhlu notice to county attorneys:

“Your attention is called to the al-
ien land law, R. 8. 1913, sectlons
6273-627T4-6275-6276. 'This law has
been obsolete in general practice for
many years.

“Now would seem the proper time
to resurrect it from ’‘statusquo’. If
the state hae allen enemies owning
land, and land ownere clniming ex-
emption because of allen allegignce,
the schools of the state con use the
land.

“You are fortunately situated,
that thru the operation of the draft
law, you may be able to Identify a
number of offenders. Counly re-
corders will be in position to assist
you, and thig department will rend-
er you whatever assistance possible.

*You should find alien owners who

arefriends of America In aet and
deed, the legislature should be given
an opportunity of providing them a
Way to qualify to retain their homes.
The slackers and known enemies
need attention first,”
To county treasurers this notice
was sent: "If you will examine your
register of sale contracts of state
lands, you may be able to find among
the owners thereof, alion enemies and
sympathizers. Please advise this of-
fice the numbers of any that should
bear investigation or are known al-
iens."

LIGHT DEMAND
FOR POTATOES
STILL THE RULE

FROSTED AND . FROZEN SPUDS
CAUSE BUYERS TO HOLD
OFF FOR PRESENT

EMPHASIZE GRADING NEEDS

Farmers af Western Nebraska Learn
Bitter Experiece That Ungraded
Bpuds Drug The Market

The demand for potatoss on the
Chicago, Kansas City and other mar-
kets ns far east ag Now York City,
continued light during the past week.
Potato operators give as the reason
for this the fact thatfrosted potatoes
are still going to the markets and
that becouse of this the only buying
being done I8 for immedlate con-
sumpilon,

A Box Butte county potato grower,
a hard working farmer drove a load
of potatoes onto the scales of a local
potato buyer, This buyer had just re-
celved notice that a carload of spuds
shipped to Kansas City, had been re-
fured because of the fact that the
car was not up to grade—it contain~
ed both scabby and frosted potatoes.
“1 don’t blame the Krnsas City peo-
ple” said he. "I'd turn down that
car too, if 1 was thom.” He continued,
“l1 wish that the potato growers of
Box Butte county eould rcalize that
thiy are losing thousandes of dollars
to themselves by not grading their
potatoes and by bringing In frosted
stock and offering It cn the market."

The potato buyer then walked out
to look over the wagon load of spuds
standing on the scales. Fine large
spuds but badly marred with scabn
“1 cannot use them' scld the buyer,
and walked back Into his office, The
farmer sat there wondering what
to do with the load of spuds. We
felt sorry for him, and yot we remem-
bered how, during the summer ex-
pert potato men had urged time and
again that the growers grade thelr
spuds; we remembered Prof. Link,
the well known expert on potato dis-
eanes, had taken us through fiel
during the summer and exp
that if the grower would be careful
in the choleo of seed; if he would
treat his seed; and if he would go
carefully through his fields during
the growing season, pulllng out the
slckly plants, he would b well re-
paid with clean fine potatoes at har-
vesting time, and we wcndered how
long it would be before this grower
would learn the fact that the growing
potatoes must be handled cn a busl-
ness basie,

Government Ruling On Shipping
Washington, D. C.—An lmportant
ruling has been made by the Food
Administrotion, as announced by E.
Percy Miller, In charge of the pota-
to transportation in special ruie No. 8
of the rules and regulations govening
Heonses,

This rule provides, *“The licensee
shall quote, buy and sell potitoes on-
'y by the pound.” Mr. Miller says an
sxception has heen made 1o this rule,
whereby the leensee s not reguired
to sell by the pound when the pota-
toes are in barrels or hampers.

Mr, Miller called ationiion to Rule
2, which he declares Is of consider-
able Importance to potato shippers
and dendors. The rule ls as follows:

“The lleensee shall not sgell for
food purposcs from poin.s of produe-
tlon, poiatces which are not practi-
cally free from frost injury cnd de-
cay, and which are not froe from se-
rious damage caused by di*t or other
foreign  meaotter, sunburn, second
growth, cuts, scab, blight, dry rot or
other d.scases, ins>ets ¢r mechanical
means."’

In connection with the word prae-
tically free, Mr., Miller cslled atten-
‘lon to the definitilon given in the
ruling; that 1is ‘“Practically free
means that the appoarance shall not
be Injured to an extent veodily appar-
ent on ¢nsusl exomination, and that
any damage from the cauces men-
tioned can bo removed by the ordin-
ury process of paring wi.thout appre-
cirble lpcreas In worte cver that
which would occur if the potato were
perfect. Loss of outer ukin (epider-
mis) only shall not b considered as
an injury to the appcarance *

He also referred (o the fact that
the food administration beleives the
adoption of the federal grades on po-
tatoes would effect an econcmic sav-
ing.
